PACKERS MUSEUM 
TO BE OPENED IN 
FRENCH METROPOLIS 


(Special to The Monitor.) | 

PARIS—Paris is decidedly the city of 
small museums. Hardly a season goes 
by that the municipality does not vote 
funds for the establishment of some new 
permanent exposition. These museums 
are wide in range. Some are dévoted to 
the souvenirs of some great man, such as 
Victor Hugo’s old home, some to histor- 
ical relies such as the collection of battle- 
pieces at the Invalides and some are 
purely technical like the museum of 


arts and crafts. But in all branches— 
historical, technical and industrial—few 
are more original in purpose than the 
Packers Museum, which will open; 
shortly. 

There the visitor can inspect specimens 
of all the current systems of ¢packing. 
These will represent a large variety from 
fragile cardboard boxes to wicker ham- 
pers and sturdy wooden crates. 

The museum will be divided into sev- 
eral sections: One will be given, over to 
the packing of fruits and vegetables, 
others to flowers, to butter and eggs, to 
game and fish and to live animals. Spe- 
cilal attention will be paid to the packing 
of glassware, laboratory equipments and 
explosives. ; 2 | 

The instigators of this novel exposition 
are members of the Society for the Amel- 
ioration of Packing. M, Camille Pabst, 
the president, stated that it would in- 
clude a retrospective section, showing the 
most ancient processes of packing and! 
lalso the latest improvements as practised | 
rin England and the United States—these 
are far in advance of present French 
methods. M. Pabst hopes that gvent- 
ually like museums will be created in 
the provinces. 


IN LONDON BECAUSE 
OF INCOME TAX QUES 


LONDON—The London money mar- 
ket today exhibited unsteadiness in an- 
ticipation of the sudden withdrawal of 
millions of dollars to meet income tax 
payments which are now being en- 
forced by the revenue department under 
the authorization of Wednesday’s par- 
liamentary resolution. 

The amount of back income taxes n 
$117,275,000, due to the rejection of the 
budget. As these taxes are now long 


overdue the government will demand 
their payment next week, which means 
the withdrawal. of an enormous amount 
of money from the banks and the dump- 
ing of a lot of securities on the market. 

The country will have a respite from 
a general election for at least three 
months. 

Premier Asquith announced ‘in the 
House of Commons Thursday that the 
spring recess of Parliament, which will 
begin on April 28, would continue until 
May 26, after w hich the House of Lords 
reassembling would occupy the greater 
part of a week in the debate on Lord 
Rosebery’s resolution. Accordingly it 
will be impossible for tie House of Com- 
mons to take up the veto question until 
June,- and the crucial period will not 
arrive until that month is well advanced.

GHINESE SITUATION 
RELIEVED BY BOATS 
OF THE NATIVE NAVY 


PEKING—Refugees arriving today at 
Hankow from Changsha say that condi- 
tions in the city were serious there on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. Following the 


destruction of the foreign missions, the 
mob began on the property of all for- 
eigners, and there is now not a_foreign- 
er’s house standing in Changsha or any 
of the neighboring villages. 

Advices from Changsha today say that 
the conditions described by the refugees 
have been relieved by the arrival of 
vunboats at Changsha. Hundreds of loyal 
Chinese soldiers are also-in the city and 
all foreigners are now being given every 
protection. 

Many foreigners who took refuge on 
the gunboats have returned to the city; 
but are being cared ror at the legation, 
as their homes have been destroyed. 
The refugees say the mobs tried to de- 
stroy the gunboats by sending blazing 
junks down the stream. 

The British consul at Changsha. is 
among those who have taken retuge at 
Hankow. He explains the burning of the 
British consulate by saving that lhe em- 
ploved laborers from outside of Hunan 
province in the construction of new 
buildings. 

Fights have oecurred at Ningsiang, the 
site of a Protestant mission, about 30 
tmhiles west of Changsha.

NEW YORK—According to members 
of the firm of Harper Brothers, Mark 
Twain’s publishers of late years, the 
noted humorist leaves a fortune of 
probably $1,000,000. It is estimated that 
the number of Mr, Clemens’ books that 
have been published in America alone 
totals between 5,000,000 and 5,900,000. 


In 1835, while there were less than a 
million white inhabitants in the great 
empire west of the Mississippi, Samuel 
Langhorne Clemens was born. It was 
Nov. 30, and the scene of his nativity 
was a humble cabin at Florida, Mo, 
Which at that time marked the ex- 
treme fringe of frontier settlement. His 
parents were John Marshall Clemens of 
Virginia and his good wife, who was 
Jane Lambton of Kentucky. 

A brother’s printshop became his high 
school. At intervals, shortly after he 
was 12 years old, he edited the little 
newspaper. 

Following a varied career as an itine- 
rant typesetter, as a pilot on the Mis- 
sissippi river and as a newspaper writer 
and correspondent on the Pacifie coast, 
Mr. Clemens was married in 1870 to Miss 
Olivia L. Langdon of Ebnira, N. Y. The 
nom de plume “Mark Twain” he adopted 
from the old Mississippi river term for a 
two-fathom sounding. 

At the outset of his career as a man 
of family Mark Jwain acquired an in- 
terest in the Buffalo Express, but soon 
retired ,to the more remunerative field 
of free-lance literary efforts. His impor: 
tant works and their date of appearance 
follow: 

“Koughing It,” in 187]; 
in 1873; “Tom, Sawyer,” in 1876; 
“Sketches,” in 1877; “Tramp Abroad,” 
in 1880; “Prince and Pauper,” in 1883; 
“life on the Mississippi,” in 1hss3; 
“Huckleberry Finn,” in 1885; “Library 
of Humor,” in 1888; “A Yankee in 
King Arthur’s Court,” in 1889, 

He founded the publishing firm of 
Charles L. Webster & in 1884. 
Through the business depression of 1894 
the firm failed? an@ Mark Twain, at 
the time rated a wealthy man, assumed

CHELSEA BRIDGE ALTERATION 
PETITION HEARING IS GIVEN 


Boston and Neighboring City Both Object to Expense of 
Construction While Business Concerns Point Out 


Value of New Viaduct 


to Accommodate Traffic. 


There was a large gathering of offi- 
cilals of the Boston & Northern, New 
England Gas & Coke Company, cities of 
Boston*¥ and Chelsea and other business 
interests along the Mystic river present 
at the hearing before Lieut.-Col. Edward 
Burr of the United States war depart- 
ment today at the federal building on 
the matter of making alterations in the 
Chelsea bridge which spans the Mystic 
river. 

The petition to the secretary of war 
was filed some months ago by business 
men in that section, and alleges that the 
Chelsea bridge is inadequate and an un- 
reasonable obstruction to navigation and 
requests that it be removed. It further 
states in the petition that during the 
past 10 years the dimensions of ocean 
freight vessels have considerably jn- 
creased and whereas in 1900 the largest 


size steamer passing was 4200 tons cargo} 


at present 7500-ton cargo capacity steam- 
ers pass through the drawbridge. 
George RK. Wadsworth, an expert em- 
ploved by the New England Gas & Coke 
Company, stated that the bridge needs 
extensive repairs or a new bridge will 
have to be erected. The latter course he 
considered the wiser. He said that with 


a new bridge business at the Mystic 
river would greatly increase. 

Chairman McClintock of the Chelsea 
board of control argued that to erect a 
new bridge would cause a hardship for 
Chelsea while it is rebuilding after the 
fire of 1908. He declared that the-city 
could not afford to spend money toward 
a new bridge. | 

Nathaniel -H. Pillsbury, representing 
the Boston & Northern street. railway, 
stated that that corporation approved 
the petition. He said that the Boston & 
Northern and Boston Elevated companies 
had nothing to do with the starting of 
the petition for this new bridge. 

Corporation Counsel Babson of 
city of Boston opposed changing the 
bridge, declaring that 1t would be un- 
necessary and an unfair expense to Bos- 
ton and Chelsea. He declared that it 
wopld cost $1,700,000 for a new bridge 
and that at least $125,000 would have to 
be spent for a temporary bridge, making 
a total expenditure of $1,825,000. 

The city of Boston, he stated would 
have to pay $1,250,000 toward the new 
bridge, while Chelsea’s share would be 
, $350,000. He believed this to be an un-

grades of grain in use by the chamber at

Secretary McKibben read,the report of 
the committee and it was ‘unanimously 


passed. 

The changes are made in order to 
place the Boston brokers on equal trade 
terms with Winnipeg and Chicago mar- 
kets, and to enable them to handle the 


‘lower grades of export grain from Win- 
| nipeg. 


The report adopted is as follows: 
Section l. Spring wheat (conforming 
_to the Chicago grades): No. 3 northern 
spring wheat—Shall be composed of in- 
ferior, shrunken northern grown spring 
wheat, and must contain not less than 
\0 per cent of the-hard varieties of 
spring wheat, and weigh not less than 
o4 pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 northern spring wheat—Shall 
include all inferior northern grown wheat 
that is badly shrunken or damaged and 
must contain not less than 50 per cent 
ot the hard varieties of spring wheat, 
and weigh not less than 49 pounds to 
the measured bushel. 

The note printed with the grades of 
spring wheat was changed to read: 
“Wheat received in Boston, not corres- 
ponding with any of these grades,- will 
be put in special bins or graded in ac- 
cordance With the grade of the market 
from which it is received; and the ecom- 
mittee on grain shall have authority to 
adopt from time to time standard sain- 
ples of such grades of grain.” 

Section 2. Oats. No. 1, clipped white— 
Shall be white, sweet, clean, free from 
other grain, and weigh not less than 35 
pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2, clipped white—Shall be 90 per 
cent white, sweet and clean, and weigh 
not less than 32 pounds to the measured 
bushel.

No. 3, clipped white—-Shall be % white, 
reasonably sweet, reasonably clean, not 
good enough for No. 2 clipped white, and 
weigh not than 30 pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

Note--The word “new” shall be insert- 
ed in each certificate of inspection of a 
newly harvested crop of oats until Sept. 
], or such other date as the committee 
on grain may specify by a vote passed 
by it. This change shall be construed as 
establishing new grades for the time 
specified to conform in every ‘particular 
to the existing grades of oats, excepting 
the distinction of new and old.

Regulation of the Boston drawbridges 
by legislation, which is the subject of a 
bill introduced in Congress by Senator 
Lodge, was opposed by the members of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce in a

The Whitney bill for the development 
of the waterfront was split into two 
questions, the first of which was passed 
unanimously and the second of which 
was sent back to the committee for 
further hearing. The ocean mail bill did 
not receive consideration, as a motion 
for adjournment prevailed before it was 
reached, 

The directors’ report recommended a 
closed period at the morning and eve- 
ning rush hours, except when high tide 
at those hours called for the opening 
of draws for deep-draft shipping. 

W. H.-Coolidge, counsel for the Bos- 
ton-& Maine railroad, took exception to 
the report and ran over the history of 
the drawbridge question, mentioning that 
for 15 years the drawbridges had been 
kept closed during the rush hours of 
train and railway service morning and 
evening, that in 1906-07 the war depart- 
ment tried to obtain a uniform bridge 
height all over the country and requested 
the Boston & Maine to raise their 
bridges 23 feet, for if this was not done 
the draws would have to be opened more 
frequently.

MILK AGREEMENT 
BY THE PRODUCERS 


Movement to Force Winter 
Price to Continue by Hold- 
ing Back Supply From 
Boston Extends in State. 


The action of the Furnace Station 
suppliers in deciding to withdraw their 
milk from the Boston market and utilize 
it in a cooperative factory is today 
stated to be only part of a wide move- 
ment in New England. 

The winter price agreements with the 
contractors expire after April 30, and 
farmers are anxious to force the reten- 
tion of the winter price, as they com- 
plain that it is impossible to make a 
profit on milk at the rates the contract- 
orswould allow. 

The milk supply withdrawn from 
Boston will most probably be used in 
individual or cooperative separators-and 
the skimmed milk will be made use of 
to fatten calves and pigs for market. 

In Hardwick, Barre, New Braintree 
and surrounding towns a meeting of 
farmers will be called tomorrow night, 
and individual separators are being pur- 
chased in Berlin, Hudson, Northboro, 
Sterling and many other Massachusetts 
towns. 

A report from Providence states that 
100 farmers gathered at Chestnut Hill, 
Conn., Thursday night and voted to 
withdraw their milk from the Provi- 
dence market unless the winter prices 
are maintained.

Hk pleasures of the summertime at 


Mt. Kineo, Moosehead lake, are 
many. On a day of, perfectly clear sky 
and cool comes a climb up the mountain. 
The ascent for awhile is easy, deluding 
into the belief that it is not much of a 
climb after all. Pausing to rest before 


the scene we have left. A narrow 
peninsula extends into the water, the Mt. 
Kineo House with its annexes and lawns 
on the point. Taking another start we 
begin to climb indeed. A stairway cut 
into the rock is nearly perpendicular. 
We are kept from tipping backward by 
holding to the chain securely fastened in 
place. ; 

After a half hour the summit is 
reached, a plateau of considerable extent. 
There is a thin growth of wee green 
trees, but the goal is an open space from 
which to ‘behold the grandeur of the 
scene below. North and south, 20 miles 
extends the beautiful 
inland sea, dotted with many islands. 
West is Squaw mountain, near which 
among the forests rises Moose river, seen 
as a bright ribbon where it empties into 
the lake. 

To the east is little Kineo, an exact 
miniature of the mountain on which the 
gazers\stand. Farther down are Spencer 
mountains, two beautiful peaks, and 
still to the southward the Lily Boy 
mountains, most beautiful of all. 

Pursuing a narrow path along the 
platform, one comes to the edge of the 
cliff and looks down, down the side of 
the bare rock to the water nearly a 
thousand feet below.

Boston, Mass., Kriday, April 22, 1910. 
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| One of the first objections raised to every 
plan proposed for tlfe maintenance permia- 
nently of international peace, and one of the 
weakest, is that the scheme is idealistic. 
Any plan that aims to overturn a system 
that the ages appear to have sanctioned 
seems to a very large class of well-meaning 
people to lack the merit of practicability. 
It is no small matter, as we all know, to run 
| counter to preconceived. popular notions, and 
there is apparently no notion more deeply rooted in the popular 
mind than that nations must necessarily from time to time go to 
war with one another about something. 

The theory behind the plan proposed by Secretary of State Knox 
for the establishment of an international court of arbitral justice 
is that it is no more necessary that nations shall fight one another 
over any differences that may arise between them than it 1s that men 
should come to blows whenever they have differences. Mr. Isnox’s 
scheme, it is pleasing to learn, is meeting with favor in the different 
governments, and there is good reason for believing that a court 
such as it provides for may be organized at the Hague in the near 
future. 

The court in view would be composed of judges representing 
the various nations or systems of law; it would be in permanent 
session; it would be in constant readiness to hear complaints, and 
to adjust difficulties arising among the nations; its expenses would 
be borne by all the nations; it would be an independent judicial body, 
and its decisions would be final. ‘The organization of the court and 
its Operation would not be immediately followed by disarmament, 
of course. Nothing unreasonable is expected of it. But let it 
be successful for a time—long enough to satisfy the nations that it 
is capable of deciding those questions that in the past have led to 
wars—and the work of disarmament would come naturally and 
automatically. 

There is no more idealism in this than there is 1n the belief, for 
instance, that the reform of our present criminal procedure on lines 
advocated by the President and the bar associations will result in a 
better administration of justice, on the one hand, and a higher regard 
for the law on the other. Nations are but great aggregations of 
individuals. If nations discover that they can obtain all the satisfac- 
tion—or justice—they are entitled to in an international arbitral 
court they will be in no hurry to go to war.

It speaks well for them as 
good housewives, and in a city, as in a home, the character of its 
inhabitants is in a large measure indicated by its neatness. Although 
a periodic clearing-up may be called for in a majority of places, why 
would it not be better to keep things neat all the time? The good 
citizen will not throw waste paper about. Nothing does so much 
toward creating an untidy condition as the tossing of loose paper 
upon a city’s thoroughfares. And right here is a hint for the 
economical—save your old papers and sell (them; you may be 
surprised to see what a snug little sum will be the proceeds of such 
a-collection.

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Nosopy knows exactly what has happened 
in Abyssinia, but it appears that the Shoan 
chiefs have removed the Empress Taitu from 
any share in state affairs, and by proclaiming 
the little Prince Kyassu successor to Menelik 
have closed the chapter in the history of the 
country which will record the story of how 
the able and resourceful Queen strove to 
succeed her husband on the throne. ‘There

fe is no Salic law in Abyssinia, but the Abys-_ 
sinians are no fonder than the french or the Hungarians of having | 


a woman on the throne., This made the attempt of Taitu the more 
the remarkable and the more hopeless. It at the same time showed the 
infinite resource and capability of the woman. It,is twenty-seven years 
since, after a career of extraordinary vicissitudes, she became Queen, 
and during all those years she has maintained her influence over 
Menelik, himself a ruler of great sagacity and power, unimpaired. 
Had she been content with this, had she been satisfied to transfer her 
influence to the heir apparent, it is possible she might have succeeded 
in exercising some, at least, of her old control during the young 
King’s minority. From the moment, however, that she elected to 
attempt to rally the southern chiefs to her support, she being a 
southerner, in the attempt to snatch the throne from the young prince, 
who was a northerner, failure was almost certain. 

The council of regents appointed by Menelik consisted of herself 
and the Chiefs Ras Tassama and Ras Apte Gioegis. From the first, 
the Empress separated herself from her co-regents, and embarked 
upon an intrigue for removing the young prince from the succession 


and seizing it herself. For atime, things seemed to go in her favor. 
Under the shadow of Menelik’s influence, though not with his 
support, she succeeded in making considerable progress in her aims. 
At the moment, however, when she seemed to have achieved the 
highest modicum of success, the regents struck, and the completeness 
of the Empress’ fall showed that her power had really been built on 
sand. 

Under the new regime it is probable that a more enlightened 
policy will be adopted. Taitu was completely opposed to the intro- 
duction of every form of western civilization. The regents, if only 
to show their independence of the Dowager Empress, will probably 
reverse all her policy. In any case it is tolerably certain that a new 
regime has opened in Abyssinia which will bring that country more 
in touch than before with the European nations. '

As A BREAKER of aviation records, Louis Paulhan is still in the 
lead, his recent cross country flight of 125 miles in 314 hours being 
the best of its class up to date. But aviationists all say that much 
better things are likely to be done before the year is paSt and that 
Paulhan is sure to be foremost among the performers. 
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Mayor FrrzGEraAb thinks that the proposed 
increase in the tax rate of forty cents for 
Boston’s schools is too much at the present 
time, and therefore sent a veto message on 
Thursday to the school board on its appro- 
priation of $529,557 from the tax levy for 
land and buildings for schools. He gives it 
as his opinion, after careful inquiry, that the 
buildings which the board would provide are

===! not needed: that the old buildings can be 


repaired so as to be serviceable; that the desks and space abandoned 
by the board can be utilized for excess pupils; that the estimated in- 
crease of pupils is too high, and that the new parochial schools will 
help provide for the new school population. Mayor Fitzgerald says 
that before sanctionivg the proposed increase in the tax rate, it be- 
comes his duty, as mayor, to inquire, among other things, Can the 
city afford to build schoolhouses now ? : 

This question may be at once answered with the reply that the 
city cannot afford not to build schoolhouses now. The children to 
whom it is its first duty to give the best possible education are in 
crowded quarters ; the city cannot afford to let them so remain; some 
of the children are int outworn and unsanitary structures; the city 
cannot afford to have such conditions continue. There is a large 
yearly increase in the number of pupils; the city cannot afford to 
make no provision for their accommodation. The school board is 
planning to reduce the number of pupils per teacher so that they 
may be more carefully instructed; the city cannot afford to take the 
mayor's advice and increase the number. 

The mayor's proposition that the school board reconsider its 
vote and submit the question of the appropriation specifically to the 
finance commission may not be wholly ingenuous, although it 
appears fair, for he may already know what the outcome would be. 
It is not advisable to do this under all the circumstances. There can 
be no doubt that the citizens of Boston desire the fullest and most 
adequate facilities for the education of their children. The permission 
to secure funds by loan has been denied, and the only recourse now 
is to an additional tax. This the citizens must pay if the school 
children are to be properly housed, and we believe the citizens are 
ready and willing to meet the demand. The school board will have 
the indorsement of the parents of Boston 1f it insists upon the appro- 
priation that its knowledge of the whole situation has led it to call for. 

THE great extent to which apartment buildings containing 
many “homes,” 1f such they can be called, are taking the place of 
one-family buildings in New York city may be inferred from the 
following extract from an advertisement appearing in a newspaper 
of that city: “The finest residential building in the world. . ...

faith in the work which the colleges of agriculture are doing in many 
states have grown tremendously during the last few years, and that 
the practical value of this kind of education has been demonstrated 
beyond question. ; 

The demand for teachers of agriculture 1s, of course, the direct 
result of the growing popular demand for agricultural instruction. 
Nothing could illustrate better than this the changed attitude of the 
average American toward farming. lormerly the unpression was 
widely prevalent in the United States that anybody, after a little 
experience, might become a competent farmers It was very 
frequently the case that men turned with confidence to farming 
after they had failed at everything else. ven the trained farmer 
of a few decades ago, or of a few years ago in many instances, felt 
that farming depended mostly upon the soil and the acreage. 

During the last ten or fifteen years the agricultural colleges 
have been turning out experts who have been and are still upsetting 
all of the old notions about farming. It is no longer the acreage 
that counts. The soil of itself is no longer depended’ upon to 
produce bumper crops. There is no longer any guesswork about 
farming among those who haye received thorough instruction. ‘The 
one drawback at present, as Professor James puts it, is the difficulty 
of turning out instructors enough to go around, and this despite 
relatively greater salaries for teachers of this class. 

The “back-to-the-soil” movement of our times will not manifest 
itself, then, in an emotional scramble for farm lands by people who 
lack the vocation and the education necessary to success in agricul- 
ture, but rather in the development of a farming trade or profession 
in which the main requisite will be business and mechanical skill and 
the highest’ kind of knowledge. 
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Sups that are being rescued from distress at sea continue to 
emphasize the practical worth of the wireless telegraph. Its cry for 
help is far-reaching. 


THe fact that we have not become accus- 
tomed to look to South America tor hig | 
things should not prevent us from giving full’ | 
recognition to the opening of the trans- 
Andine railway between Valparaiso and 
Buenos Aires, which took place early this 
month. In a way, the completion of ths 
road is as important to the countries of 
South America as the driving of the golden 
spike on the Pacific railroads was to the 
states of this Union. Not only does it mark the successful carrying 
out of a great engineering and commercial enterprise, but, as in our 
case, it opens the way for many others, and gives promuse of a 
period of development in some of the more forward of the Latin 
republics such as*they have not known before. 

To carry this undertaking on to success it was necessary to 
construct a tunnel through the Andes two miles in Iength. With 
this accomplished, the rest was comparatively easy, although some 
very difficult engineering problems of another character had to be 
solved. The line which now unites the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
bringing two of the greatest cities of South America within thirty- 
six hours of each other, is 888 miles in length. 

Aside from the advantages that will accrue to Argentina and 
Chile directly, and to the other and neighboring republics indirectly, 
the opening of this railroad is of great importance in another respect. 
It is held that it reduces the distance between western Europe and 
Australia by a thousand miles. We shall have to wait a reasonable 
time before we can learn with definiteness what effect this line will 
have upon our own transcontinental routes, but it is quite possible 
that nothing like a final estimate can’ be made in this respect until 
the Panama canal shall also be in full operation. All the proba- 
bilities point to the fact that traffic will continue to increase at such 
a rate that all the transcontinental routes will have as much business 
as they can handle. Our experience with Pacific railroads may well 
convince us of this.

In his protest he has somewhat exceeded the 
time limit on elevators, and a couple of centuries, at least, will have 
to be dropped.

The proper view of the matter has heretofore depended upon 
whether one considered the elevator as a substitute for a room or 
for a hall or public way. If a room, it would be regarded as polite 
for a man to uncover his head out of deference to the other sex; 

True politeness is based on 
consideration for the convenience, comfort and feelings of others.

Some consideration beyond all this is due those 
who work faithfully. If attention is given to their greater comfort, 
and effort is made for their pleasure as well as their. convenience, 
then mutual satisfaction and longer terms of service are likely to 
prevail. | ‘\

servants’ sitting room, and added that his wife insisted that the 
people who worked for them must be comfortably housed. Later, 
when the Shermans were in search of a Washington house, some 
one asked the Vice-President why he did not rent one splendid house 
offered ‘him. ‘One reason,” he replied, “was because my wife was 
not satisfied with the accommodations for servants. She has 
always lived up to one théeory—that a faithful laborer is worthy of 
a little more than just wages.”’ 

A little wider application of this idea might go far toward im- 
proving the relations between mistress and maid. 
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Dr. Grkorck E. Hate of Mt. Wilson solar observatory of 
the Carnegie Institute, who was on Wednesday elected foreign secre- 
tary,of the National Academy of Sciences, disputes Dr. Lowell's 
theory of life on Mars. With a 60-inch telescope, under excellent 
conditions, he saw no indications of canals on that planet. 
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
